Plana and specifications for the 
building of concrete silos wTill be fur­ 
nished free of cost to any Missouri 
farmer who wants to build a concrete 
•lilo, upon application to the agricul­ 
tural extension service, College of Ag 
riculture, Colombia, Mo. 
These plans have been prepared by 
.he departm ent of agricultural engi 
neering, and by their use any man 
who is handy with lools can build a 
set of silo forms. 
The directions foi 
using the silo forms are so simple 
that eyery farm er who will follow1 in 
^ructions may become his own silt 
builder. 
After the silo is finished, 
the forms can be rented or sold. 
In addition to supplying plaits and 
specification:: the College of Agricul­ 
ture will, as far as possible, send a 
man to give personal assistance tx 
those farm ers wTho desire 
help 
in 
starting a silo. 
This man vrill over 
see the setting up of the forms and 
tile proper mixing of tile concrete. 
He will see that the reinforcement is 
properly placed and show how to raise 
the forms. 
He will stay on the job 
as long as his assistance is needed. 
Farm ers who receive personal help 
in starting concrete silos must pay 
the expenses of the man who gives 
the help . There will be no charge foi 
his time. 
Arrangements 
should 
bx 
made well in advance. Only a limited 
amount of assistance can be given 
and the college of 
agriculture 
will 
follow' the rule of “first come, first 
served.” 
No help can be given until 
the foundation is in, but the building 
of the foundation requires no special 
supervision . Further information and 
bulletins on silos and sileage may bt 
had by writing to the College of Ag 
riculture, Columbia, Mo.—By M. A. R.

Most of the month 
of 
April 
was 
ideal for farming in Missouri, accord­ 


ing to reports made to the state board 
of agriculture on May I. Farm ers are 
busy and hopeful, and the prospect 
for crops of all kinds could scarcely 
be better. 
According to the monthly crop re­ 
port issued Saturday from the office 
of the secretary of the state board of 
agriculture, wheat condition is slight­ 
ly better than on April 
I and corn 
planting is well advanced. The report 
follows: 
In pleasing contrast with 
reports 
received a month ago are those re­ 
ceived from the hundreds of crop cor­ 
respondents at this time. 
A general 
feeling of optimism prevails. Instead 
of the season 
being 
late, 
as 
was 
feared a month ago, spring, somewhat 
delayed, came almost in a day and the 
growth of vegetation of all kinds has 
since been rapid . As one crop report­ 
er expresses 
it, 
“Old 
Missouri, 
it 
seems, is at her best.” In a few coun­ 
ties in the southeast section there is 
need of rain and showTers at thin time 
would be acceptable throughout most 
of the state. Especially is rain need­ 
ed where chinch bugs have made their 
Appearance. 
With dry weather there 
is some cause for alarm, as chinch 
bugs have appeared in practically 
half the counties*of the state, but bs 
yet they are not in sufficient num­ 
bers to 
cause general 
uneasiness. 
There is but little complaint of Hes­ 
sian fly. 
The late seeding of wheat 
seems to have had the desired result 
in getting rid of this pest, except in 
a fewr localities. 
Early gardens are 
ood and the prospect for potatoes is 
Above the ten-year average. 
Corn—It is estim ated that 70 per 
cent of the corn land has been plowed 
This is IO per cent better than one 
vear ago. 
Soil condition is good, be­ 
ing 91 for the state. 
More than one- 
hird—35 per cent— of the corn crop 
has been planted. This is an advance 
of 9 per cent over the ten-year May I 
planting. 
One year ago but 20 per 
cent of the corn had been planted and 
in 1912 but 3.5 per cent of the corn 
crop wras in the ground by May I. The 
planting, by sections, shows: 
North- 
ast, 27 per cent; northwest, 21; cen­ 
tral, 43; southwest, 37; southeast, 48. 
Many farm ers have finished planting, 
and even as far north as Central Mis­ 
souri some corn has been plowed over 
the first time. The sthnd is generally 
good. 
The present 
indications 
are 
hat there will be an increase of I 
per cent in acreage over the 1914 
crop, which was grown on 7,421,678 
acres. 
W heat—W heat condition for the 
tate is now 90, as compared with 
38.8 one month ago. The ten-year May 
I average condition for wheat is 86. 
One year ago it was 101.8, the highest 
for the decade. By sections, the pres­ 
e t wheat condition is: Northeast, 95; 
’icrthw est, 89; central, 88; southwest, 
)0; southeast, 88. Prospects are that 
he abandoned acreage of wheat will 
imount to less than I per cent. Dur­ 
ing April many fields of late seeding 
made very decided gains in condition. 
The growing plant is strong, vigorous 
md of splendid color. 
Oats—The Missouri oat acreage for 
1915 is practically the same as for last 
year—about 900,000 acres. 
In some 
parts of the state the growing plant 
s in need of moisture. 
Condition of 
Aats for the state is 92. 
However, 
there is nothing at this time to cause 
my alarm as to the outlook for oats. 
Other Crops—There is considerable 
complaint as to the condition of mead­ 
ows. 
Especially is this true of timo­ 
thy and mixed hay. Condition of tim­ 
othy for the state is 87.4. Clover con­ 
dition, including the new seeding, is 
85.8. 
Many of the old fields, as well 
assome of the new, are in bad condi 
tion. 
On the other hand, the growth 
of much of the clover is almost per­ 
fect. 
Some reports are to the effect 
that the first cutting of clover will be 
earlier and better than for a number 
of years. Alfalfa condition is 91. The 
first cutting of this crop will also be 
early and heavy. Pastures have made 
a very decided improvement over con­ 
ditions shown one month ago.

Due to lack of excessive rains, grass 
while not of excessive rank growth, is 
of high feeding value. The supply of 
corn on farms is low*, and it is esti­ 
mated that but IO per cent of the 1914 
hay crop is left. 
Fruit—The 
outlook 
for a general 
crop is placed at 86 per cent for (he 
state . The apple crop promises well, 
except that there is considerable com­ 
plaint of a lack of bloom on Ben Da­ 
vis and a few other varieties. 
Ber­ 
ries and small fruits of all kinds prom­ 
ise to be plentiful . The outlook for a 
peach crop is 63 per cent . In the 
northern half of the state the peach 
crop will be very light . In Southern 
Missouri, especially in the commercial 
peach section, reports are favorable 
for a good crop of peaches.

“I expect to harrow my com this 
spring. When should the first. harrowr- 
ing be done, and how long should I 
continue it?” 
In answering this question, 
C.* B. 
Hutchison, 
of 
the 
department

farm crops, says: “The value of the 
harrow in cultivating corn depends 
largely upon the season and to some 
degree upon the SOU. 
In a normal 
season the cultivation of coni should 
begin by harrowing lightly before the 
corn comes up, or at least once or 
twice before the corn is large enough 
to cultivate with a cultivator. This is 
an especially good practice if plant­ 
ing has been followed by a rain that 
has packed the soil 
and caused a 
crust to form on ’tot) through which 
the plants have difficulty 
in break­ 
ing. 
This early harrowing will also 
conserve moisture fey1 stirring the top 
layer of soil and foaming a mulch 
which is important in a dry season. 
“6n w*et lands and in a wet season 
\ 
the weed's and grass are * apt to ’ be 
too far advanced Tot1 a harrow to do 
much good by the* Hide one can get 
t in the field, tinder* these conditions, 
a deeper running implement that will 
stir the soil more should be used.” 
“Weeds are more easily killed as 
they are just 
coming 
through the 
soil. Harrowing at this time is much 
more efficient in 
destroying weeds 
than deeper cultivations later in the 
season. 
The 
most important func 
tion of com cultivation is the con­ 
trol of weeds, and the fields should 
be cleaned out just as early as pos­ 
sible. 
“An ordinary spike tooth harrow, 
with the teeth slanting slightly back­ 
wards, or a weeder, are best adapted 
for this purpose. 
If conditions will 
permit, it is well to harrow' once be­ 
fore the corn is up and again before 
it is large enough to cultivate in the 
ordinary way. Where ttib weeds are 
not too numerous "and persistent a 
weeder may be successfully used un­ 
til the plants are six or eight inches 
high.”

Many persons use hanging perches 
for -poultry because they are more 
sanitary. 
Lice and mites cannot get 
on them unless they leave the fowls. 
Rut I never have seen any perches 
constructed like mine that were not 
also swinging perches, writes Horace 
E. Wolcott of Lubbock county, Texas, 
in Missouri Valley Farmer. 
I long 
ago learned that it prevents much 
nervousness among the flock at night 
if the perches do not sway. 
it is better economy to make the 
perdues of good material. I find two 
by two-inch lumber about right, or 
two by fours ripped in two length­ 
ways. My perches are eight feet long, 
making them lack a foot of touching 
at either end, which is about right. 
Round the two sharp corners on top, 
and finish smooth. It is much easier 
for a fowl s foot to curve over a round­ 
ed surface not too wide than to grasp 
a square, sharp edge. 
Get some large screw-eyes or barbed- 
wire staples, and some smooth wire,

Screw' a part of the eyes 
into the overhead joists or in the ceil­ 
ing, one eye for each end of each' 
perch. In each eye fasten a wire long 
enough to hang down to within two 
and one-half feet of the floor. Put a 
screw eye near each end of every 
perch, at the upper edge. Fasten the 
hanging wires into these, and your 
perches are hung. The perches should 
be an equal distance apart, and all 
on a level. 
Next fasten a screw-eye in each end 
of every perch, and put other screw- 
eyes in the walls between perches. 
Fasten a length of wire into the first 
screw' eye on the wall, thread it 
through the next eye in the wall, con­ 
tinuing alternately until all perches 
are fastened to each other and to the 
wall. 
Then by fastening the perches 
at the other end, they are complete 
and will not swing nor sway. 
Clean out the house at least once a 
week, use this 
style of 
perches, 
sprinkle the floor every morning with 
a disinfectant made of sifted ashes 
mixed with about, one-fourth their 
bulk of salt, the whole moistened with 
kerosene; whitewash the interior oc­ 
casionally, and there will be little 
trouble with vermin. When using this 
‘powder*’ be careful not to get any in 
the nests, as the eggs will absorb 
he odor of the coal oil and the oil 
will also prevent their hatching. This 
iirfinfectant in cheap, arid effective.

Much as we may like to see our hens 
start in to sit early in the spring, there 
comes a time when their sitting be­ 
comes a nuisance. 
It is ail right to 
keep a few hens sitting as late as Au­ 
gust, if there is a good local market 
for lata-broilers. 
A few late scattered broods are 
more trouble than they are worth, ex­ 
cept in those cases where you may 
like to have a few coming on right 
along for use on the home table. 
Where they are raised with a view* to 
marketing them, they should either be 
allowed a free range, or a new plot of 
ground should be set apart for them, 
ground that is free from the dirt and 
droppings of the earlier broods. 
lf the hens must be broken up and 
cured of the sitting habit, it should 
be done w'hen the first indications are 
shown. 
One of the best planar is to 
shut them up in a yard, bare of boxes 
op other possible places where the 
hen may be able to indulge in her de­ 
sire to squat. 
If this yard is sown in oats, or is in 
grass, it will be all the better. 
Let 
them live on green food exclusively 
for a few days.* It will not injure 
them in the least, and will cure them 
of the sitting desire as quickly as any­ 
thing else. 
The green food will be just the 
thing for them in hot weather. 
In a 


few days most of them will have for­ 
gotten all about their desire to raise 
a family, and will be ready to go back 
to their duty of egg laying.

KILLING TURKEY OR CHICKEN 


Mistake to Chop Fowl’s Head Off and 
Then Allow It to Flop Around— 
Cover With Sack. 


Most people simply chop the head 
off of a chicken and turkey and let 
them flop around over the ground, 
against the fence, or £n the rocks and 
bruise their flesh. This is a mistake. 
The bruised flesh of the fowl cannot 
be as excellent as when it has not 
been injured. 
I have found a good plan by which 
the flopping and bruising can be pre­ 
vented, writes W. D. Neale in Farm, 
Stock and Home. 
After catching the 
turkey or chicken I tie their feet with 
a stout string, then I slip ihe fowl in­ 
side of a burlap sack, letting the head 
protrude through a hole cut in the 
sack large enough to give the neck 
plenty of room. 
Then with a good 
string I tie ihe sack down close to tho 
fowl. 
With a sharp hatchet I cut the 
head off with one sharp blow after 
^retching the neck across a solid 
liece of wood with tho left hand. 
The fowl will make efforts to strug­ 
gle, but it will not be able to flop. The 
sack will hold its wings down so that 
no motion can be made. 
In a short 
while the contortions of the muscles 
will cease and the fowl may be re­ 
moved from the sack and dressed.

Never save eggs for setting from the 
droopy,” lazy hen that hangs around 
the roost. 
» 
Select Strong Males. 
Much depends upon the vigor and 
vitality of the male. A lazy and slug­ 
gish male should never be retained 
in the breeding pens, as he would 
transm it these characteristics to his 
progenyr-if he had any. 
For dual purposes, use only one 
male to ten or fifteen females. 
The 
breeding flock should be allowed a 
large range. 
Only the best hens 
should be saved for breeding, the rest 
being sold for meat. 
For good re­ 
sults, more than one pen should be 
available in the poultry house.

always pays to have one pen for the 
pullets and another for the older birds. 
Tile pullets are thus protected from 
the abuse of the older and stronger 
birds until they are able to defend 
themselves.

Instead of this, he should 
use only the eggs raised on his own 
place from selected stock.

the Episcopal clergy. His standing as 
a rector will be decided at his coming 
ecclesiastical trial . He is accused of 
unbecoming conduct and violating his 
ordination vows. 
“I defy Bishop Rhinlander and the 
convention to railroad me out of St. 
John’s church under existing condi­ 
tions,” said Mr. Richmond today. 
“I 
will have a conference with my attor­ 
ney today and we shall immediately 
proceed to take the whole case into 
the civil courts. 
The 
vestry 
that 
asked for my removal is an ill gal one, 
and I never countenanced lawlessness. 
I stand for law and order.”
